New Discoveries in Alaska Reported 


Today. Immense Excitement 


at Dawsoo City and Dyea. 


BY TELEGRAPH- 


Port Townsend, Wasb., Deo. 15,—The 


steamer Al Ki is in port here and brings 
new and wonderful discoveries of more 
gold in the Klondike region. There seems 
no donbt that the new discoveries are as 
great as those that excited the whole 
country at the first discoveries In Alaska. 


Charles Q. Ware a of this city was a 


passenger on the steamer just in. He 
says that there nave been made new 
discoveries of richest placer diggings near 
Dyea. When he left, miners wero hur- 
rying with all their effects from Dyea to 
the new fields, which were 96 miles dis- 
tant. 


The excitement was intense. Prospec- 


tors ill the new fields are said to have 
made themselves rich in a single day 
picking out gold. Enormous prices were 
paid for any conveyance that promised 
transfer from Dyea to the new fields, and 
the rush amounted to a stampede. 


News is also brought down on the Al 


Ki of a very rich discovery on Deadwood 
Creek only 7 miles from Dawson City on 
the opposite aide of ths Yukon, A small 
mining city was on its way there. 


Another rich strike of placer gold has 


been found in Klondike, this time 100 


miles from Dyea. There is another stam- 
pede to these new diggings.

The gold excitement increases in Klon_ 


! dike, and it is believed there that the dis- 


coveries have only began.

Law Making Statesmen of the Faith 


Caucus In Washington. 


Are Against the Greenback 


Idea of the President 


AncTJHostile to His Treatment of the Cuban 


Question. 


Washington, Dec. 15.—The caucus of 


the Democratic members of the house of 
representatives resulted in the adoption 
of resolutions defining the party policy 
on the questions of Cuba, finance and 
bankruptcy. The c-aucus was largely at- 
ten&ed, 103 of the 125 Democratic mem- 
bers 
being present. Representative 


Bailey of Texas presented the following 
resolutions: 


"Resolved, that it is the sense of this 


caucus that the Democratic members of 
the house of representatives ought to 
resist all efforts, direct or indirect, to 
retire the greenbacks a*id 
treasury 


notes. 


"Resolved, second, that we are opposed 


to and will resist all attempts to extend 
the privilege of national banks or to re- 
dufe the taxes which they now pay. 


"Kesolved, third, that we favor an 


early consideration and passage of thu 
senate resolution recognizing-that a con- 
dition of war exists in the island of Cuba 
between the government of Spain and 
the Cuban people. 


"Resolved, fourth, that we favor the 


early enactment of a just and wise bank- 
ruptcy law." 


The resolutions on finance and Cuba 


/were considered separately, the dis- 
cussion being- vigorous and unanimously 
favorable. Mr. Bailey made the main 
speech, urging that Democratic members 
should take the 
position promptly 


against those financial increments now 
assuming formidable dimensions owing 
to the recommendations given to them 
by the president and secretary of the 
treasury. He also spoke lor a clear-cut 
position in favor of the recognition of 
Cuban belligerency embodied in tho 
Morgan resolution which passed the sen- 
ate during the extra session. 


There was not a dissenting-voice to Mr. 


Bailey's propositions, and the first three 
resolutions were carried by a unanimous 
vote, the result being received with 
hearty cheers. The fourth feature met 
with some opposition. Mr. DeArmond 
of Missouri argued that it was not ex- 
pedient for tho party to take a position 
favorable to a bankruptcy bill at this 
time. The resolution finally prevailed 
by a large majority.

Washington, Dec. 16.—Tuesday the

Mr. Bingtiam did not dis- 
cuss the appropriation providing for the 
maintenance of the civil service com- 
mi&sion, but stated that the widest lati- 
tude would be allowed tor debate, even 
if it should run over the holiday rece?s.

a. Republican measure, passed by Repub- 
lican votes, and that the party wat: ir- 
i evocably committed to the policy of 
cii 11 service reform. The Republicans

Despite the president's appeal in his 
message for economy, the executive 
branches of the government had sub- 
mitted to congress estimates for ap- 
propriations of $27,000,000 in excess of 
the appropriations f or-the current year.

BONAI'S CRIMES. 


Cross=Examination Today He 


Tells of New Crimes. Says 


Weeks Shot Nichols. 


Bridgeport, Conn., Deo. 15.—The session 


today at tho trial of Charles A. Boinay 
for the murder of Marcus Nichols was 
taken up by the cross examination of the 
prisoner. State Attorney Pesssuden had 
a complete record of Boinay's crime?, and 
the work of the acoused,coverin.;a period 
of 14 years was exposed to the jury in all 
its blackness. 


The prisoner was forced to admit crime 


after crime committed in New York state 
and Pennsylvania in which the victims 
were either bound, gagged or threatened 
with death. 


Boinay displayed remarkable indiffer- 


ence even while on the rack, and from 
the first to the last insisted that Weeks 
fired all the shots on the night of the 
Nichols murder, 
notwithstanding his 


warning to him that the shooting was 
dangerous and unnecessary. 


Bridgeport, Conn,, Dec. 15.—It was the 


prevailing impression that when Charles 
Boinay took the wilne'ss stand at his 
trial for the murder of Mr. Nichols 
he would bring: to light many tluags 
that would place the Weeks family in 
an unenviable light, nor were the au- 
ditors at Tuesday's session disappointed. 


For upwards of three hours he detailed 


the chief acts in his 35 years of life, mak- 
ing no effort to conceal the bad nor try- 
ing to palliate his crimes. 
The im- 


presskrn he created was varied, but there 
was no mistaking the expressions ot 
sympathy of many of the women as ha 
told of his repeated attempts to lead an 
honest life, and. how the mother of his 
wife begged him to return to the work 
at which, he could make money more 
easily. 
He pictured the entire family 


as tainted with crime, excepting- his 
young wife, and he spared her in. his 


story of the family's dishonesty, not- 
withstanding her desertion and betrayal 
of him. 
The dramatic feature of his 


testimony took place when he accused 
David Weeks, his accomplice, of firing 
the shots that resulted in the murder. 
It was the counterpart of a recent fa- 
mous trial, where one of theparlicipents 
foisted the crime upon the accomplice, 
and the latter in his testimony directly 
accused Ms betrayer of being the actual 
murderer. 


The testimony of the prisoner pre- 


vious to the recess was but the prelude 
to the great drama of life and death in 
which he was battling, and upon the 
court reassembling without further ado 
he commenced to rehearse the scenes 
and incidents connected with the mur- 
der \\ith which he was charged. 
All 


doubts as to the tiuth of Week's state- 
ment, that these two men were the ones 
implicated in the shooting of. Farmer 
Nichols, were dispelled by Boinay's tes- 
timony. 


Up to the time of the actual commit- 


ting of the crime, both men's stories 
agreed, but the contradictory point was 
reached when he came to tell about the 
shooting of «Inch he accuses Weeks of 
being guilty. 
As told by the prisoner 


both men held in their right hands 38- 
caliare revolvers as they forced open the 
door, which opened more ea-sily than 
they anticipated. 
"We landed in the 


middle of the floor," said the witness, 
"and as we did so, Mr. Nichols exclaimed 
'Get out of here.' 
We told him to hold 


up his hands, to which he unexpectedly 
responded by hitting me over the head 
with his lantern. This dazed me, and I 
dropped my revolver. 
Then Weeks 


fired two shots, and Nichols fell to the 
floor. 
Miss Nichols ran upstairs one 


flight and down another, and I followed 
her. 
While I was upstairs I heard two 


more shots fired."

It is hoped 
by the members of the committee that 
the fact that the cut is general and in- 
cludes treasurers and superintendents 
in the same ratio as the operatives will 
lead the latter to accept the situation, 
for wliich the manufacturers feel there is 
no remedy save that taken. The salaried 
men in general favor the reduction of 
thoir incomes as well as the wages of 
the operatives not only as an expression 
of good faith, but on a business basis.

A"ROMANTIC ENGLISHMAN.' 


Kr Edwin Arnold's Life In the Flowery 


Kingdom. 


Sir Edwin Arnold, who legalized his 


union with a fascinating Japanese widow 
by an English marriago service in London, 
was always cosmopolitan in bis id^us. 
Surely^no Englishman born and broil has 
•ver succeeded in merging his own indi- 
viduality into that of other people's as Uie 
author of "Tho Light of Asia'1 and "The 
Light of tho World" has done. When he 
was in India in his young days, his work 
showed his intense sympathy with ttio 
Buddhists, and ift the preface to "The 
Light of Asia" he wrote, "This book was 
written by 0110 who loved India and the 
Indian people." 


For twoscoro of years he wns English 


to the core of his heart in the editorials ho 
wrote-for the London Telegraph, and in 
1890 he came to America, aeomed quite 
able to understand us, as few of hia coun- 
tryman could do, and then he wont on to 
Japan and immediately began to livo a la 
Japonais. 


Ho lived in a native house, loft his shoes 


at his door, slept on a thick quilt, and. 
they say, »to in true Japanese style. In 
bis bedroom he had a cheap European 
v/ashstand, two Japanese chests of draw- 
ers of whitewood and black ironwork and 
the usual sliding cupboards, into which 
bis bed was put when it was rolled up in 
the daytime. 


The walls of tho room wero of tissue pa- 


per panels, powdered with silver muplo 
leaves, ami a clear glass bolt ran around 
the room "at a hoight inconducivo to pro- 
priety," ue our correspondent of tho di.y 
remarked. 


Tho drawing room was glass paroled 


from Coor to ceiling, and tho only thing 
in tho whole IIOUEP that hinted at other 
civilization was an American sto\o, which 
Etood in one of the corners. 


With such surroundings it is not much 


wonder thnttho impressionable poet found 
hL-isolf going through the ceremony of tea 
drinking with his charming companion of 
thQ hour, and that ho was content to ac- 
cept the ccramony as a bona flde marriage 
is tribute to his kinship with genius that 
since the world began has ever flaunted a 
littlo tho staid laws and regulations that 
ordinary folk find necessary to oorufortablo 
existence. 


It was in Japan, by the w ay, that Sir 


Edwin began " The Light of the Woild," 
and indeed completed it, too, daring hi3 
stay of several years. 


He says himself that he was in a tea 


garden one night, surrounded by music. 
flowers,' handsome dressing and all tho 
delicate luxuries which Japan knows &o 
W&11 how to combine, whon suddenly ho 
began to write. So absorbed was he that 
he'was unconscious of his companions un- 
til one said, "Bo quiet; Dana Sama, is 


writing," and then ho found he had put 
on paper the first lines of his beautiful 
lyric: Poaco beginning to bo 


Deep as tha sleep o£ iho soa, 
Whon tho stars -their radruico glass 
In its "blue tranquillity.

Slf Walter Rceant Advises Englishmen 


to Study Our History. 


Sir Walter Bcsant in The Queen writes 


words of wisdom regarding America. If 
Every Englishman would soo as clearly as 
he does, how much more pleasantly the 
two great branches of the Angio-Saxon 
race, would get along together. 


"In writing to tui American correspond- 


ent tho other day—it was a letter which 
plio bent, with my knowledge, to a nows- 
pnper—I foil into a double blunder; a 
thing which I cannot defend except by the 
futile excuse that most Englishmen would 
make tho samo mistake. 
The state in 


which my letter was published was that of 
Tennessee. 
"First I spoke of Tennessee as a 'mid- 


dle' stiite—I did not use tho word'mid- 
dle' in the American sense, but as we un- 
derstand it, as moaning one of the states 
in 1he interior oi tho continent. With tho 
Americans it is n southern state, ol course. 
However, this Wi-.b not a very bad blun 
der. I wont on, foolishly, to speak of the 
happiness to a state of having no history. 
No history' It now appears that tho state 
uf Tennessee has d, rich history of its own 
and that I ought, I suppose, to have 
known it. 
"Dut let us ask each other this ques- 


tion. There arc 44—or is it 45?—independ- 
ent sovereign states; every cue of theso 
states lius its own government; its upper 
anil lowor house; every ono has its own 
history. Many of these states arc lirgcr 
than the European states. New York is 
as largo as France; Texas, say, is as largo 
as Austria and Germany together. Every 
one is a most important individual and 
separulu state; every one, I say, has its 
own history. 


"\Vhat do wo know about their histo- 


ries? Which among us could pass an ex- 
amination in tho history ot Kentucky, 
Tennessee, Texas or Alabama? OJ. Massa- 
chusetts we know a little; of New York 
state a little; of Virginia a littlo; oi Hon- 
da a little. What do we know o£ Ohio, of 
Wisconsin, of Oregon? Wo know, as a 
rule, just nothing. 
"I will not admit that I am more ig- 


norant truiii my neighbors, and I know 
next to nothing. 
Hut I do know this, 


that tho experience which was learned by 
the originators of the American colonies, 
whose early history is one of such terrible 
sufferings, mistakes and courage, went a 
long way to conferring upon tho Ameri- 
can people tV; pride arid self reliance and 
enterprise v. jiich are undoubtedly among 
tboir most conspicuous qualities. 


'•They went a long way as well in teiich- 


Sng us how a colony is to be made, when 
anci how to leave it entirely alone, how to 
foster it. how to encourage it. Before we 
colonized Australia and New Zealand and 
South Africa ws hud already colonized 
and conquered tho continent of North 
America. 
Of our colonies and conquests 


there the greater part hfts been lost to xis, 
but the lesson remains. For these reasons 
alone it is fitting that wo should teach our 
children tho history ot our oounuj- first, 
our empire next and of the United btutefe, 
taken separately, next."

SEA ANEMONES. 


Something About These Strange and Beau- 


tiful Plant Animals. 


Anemones aru beautiful animals that 


•bound on the fliores of tho soa. They aro 
polyps Of a sol d, gelatinous texture and 
have a great many tentacles arranged in 
circles and extending like rays around the 
Mouth. The Iwby anemones have only 
one row of tortacles, but they increase 
gradually outsiaa. 


Each tentacle is provided with a iium- 


'bcr of coiled tln«ads, called "lasso cells," 
which when thrown out entangle and 
Jioison the prey upon which tho anemones 
feed. 
Whon food is taken, they at once 


*>ld CD their tentaclas and appear to be in

dreamland. 
After thus napping they 


slowly expand by filling with water, and 
when fully expanded thoy resemble bril- 
liantly lined polypctalous flowers. Indeed, 
the ancients thought them flowers, and 
accordingly gave them the name "roses 
of tho sea.'' 


Usually the anemones aro attached to 


rocks, stones or shells, but they have some 
power of locomotion, being able to move 
themselves slowly hy a successive contrac- 
tion aud loosening of tie base, thus 
stretching forward one sido and gradually 
drawing tho other along. They aro very 
vorneious animals, yat they are so consti- 
tuted that it is possible for them to live 
for months without food. 


Anemones havo but little intelligence. 


Apparently they are not even conscious of 
prey until it comes in contact with their 
extremely sensitive tentacles. It is a sin- 
g-alar fact that thoy are reproduced in four 
•ways: First, from eggs, which are formed 
and developed on tho parent anemone; 
when developed, tho eggs drop into the 
water and produce young anoinones. 
They also increase'oy budding likeshrubs; 
oftentimes several bilds grow upon one 
parent and drop off when perfect in form. 
Self division is another way by which 
those strange animals may be increased in 
number; when cut into sections with a 
knife, each section produces a perfect 
anemone. 


The fourth method of reproduction is 


perhaps the strangest. In tearing away 
from tho rocks or shells to which they 
Lave been clinging the parent anemones 
often leave small pieces of themselves, 
which, in a short time, assume life and 
form, become perfect anemones, and move 
off leisurely in search of new abiding 
places.—Philadelphia Times.

credence. We mention the order as show- 
ng si aply that thie man who introduced 
it has not sufficient mental capacity to 
properly administer the municipal affaiis 
of this city and to wisely discharge the 
functions of its ch ief executive. 


By the laws of the state and the city 


charter "the management and control of 
schools of said city shall be vested in a 
school committee, consisting of six mem- 
bers ot large, who shall be elected by the 
inhabitants of the city." 
The school 


committee is a body co-ordinate with the 
city council and can no more be com- 
pelled to report to the council than the 
council can be compelled to report to the 
school committee. The council is a legis- 
lative body and the school committee is 
au executive body. After the council has 
voted an appropriation lor schools it has 
no control over such expenditure. The 
school committee are elected by the peo- 
ple and they are responsible only to the 
people. 


An order commanding the school com- 


mittee to report to the council would no;, 
have oeen offered by any man of common 
business framiog. The man who offered 
it has not sufficient business ability aud 
capacity to administer the affairs of a 
large city. He doesn't understand the 
charter and its provisions. 


We desire to call Mr. Earner's attention

By profession the commodore is a law- 


yer, and his law library is the largest and 
n.os-t comprehensive owned by tin indi- 
vidual in America,. Timo was when he 
had a pietty big pi'netioo, which oaiuo 
both because of bis ability and because, in 
(lie natural course of events, ho had 
friends in plenty at, the beginning of his 
career who could and did turn lots of 
business in his direction. But when he 
seriously took hold of the i-iociety For the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Childien he lost 
much of his inteiest, not in work, but in 
woiking for pay. Having enough money 
to satisfy any reasonable human being, 
and the power that goes with it, ho began 
to take up hues of effort tbat call for the 
expenditme, rather than tlio aequifaitiion, 
oi wealth. And little by little those activi- 
ties have increased until now, though he 
lias not formally abandoned his law prai:- 
ti( e, be finds mighly little time to attend 
to it, and it lias fallen off greatly. 


His woik as prebidont of the Society For 


the Prevention of Cruelty to Children has 
done inoro to make him well known 
throughout tho United States than any 
other of his enterprises, but he is best 
known nmong "smart" people, especially 
visiting foreigners, as a yachtsman and a 
society figure. Those who ought to speak 
by tho card say that ho spends nearly as 
much in a social way overy year as any 
of the Vanderbilts and that the cost of 
running his famous yacht Electra, includ- 
ing tho entertainment of guests, cannot 
bo far from §50,000 annually. Undoubt- 
edly ho spends more money in behalf of 
yachting than in any other direction, and 
tlio annual Ilguro hero given is probably 
exceeded whenever there is a, race for tho 
America's cup. And, of course, he is ex- 
ceedingly popular in society, whose mem- 
bers excuso all his eccentricities, which aro 
many, iucluding even his fur head cover- 
ing, of yachting cap .design, which he 
vt ears almost tho whole year through, dis- 
carding it only occasionally aud then for & 
cloth cap of tho same pattern. 


Commodore Gerry In Public Affairs. 
Notwithstanding bis devotion to yacht- 


ing and society, however, lie is more deeply 
wrapped up in his favorite society than 
anything else, and is proud of the fact that 
it is of tenor designated by his name than hy 
its somewhat cumbersome official title. 


Tlio public lias given little thought to 


the society's workings, as a rule, save 
when it lias boon prosecuting a crusade 
against child theatrical performers, but it 
is steadily busy .ill the time at work of 
much gicater importance, the rescuing of 
children from the frightful surroundings 
ot poverty, vico and crime into which so 
many of them aro born. The magnitude 
o£ this branch of the society's work will 
bo apprehended by the reader when it is 
understood that in the 23 years since its 
reorganization by tho commodore some 
83,000 children have been so rescued. 


lu accordance with 
instructions, no 


doubt, its officials, save the commodore 
himself, arc always extremely chary of in- 
formation, andthoro isafunereal airaboirt 
its main offices on Fourth avenue, Hear 
Twentieth street, that is decidedly depress- 
ing. .But whilo the president is rarely 
disinclined to talk about tho society ho 
prefers never to do so at his rather cramped 
law offices on Sroadway, near the post- 
oilice. If approached there concerning its 
work, he is likely bo excuse himself for 
tho tlmo and suggest an appointment at its 
headquarters. 


His influence upon the method of exe- 


cuting capital offenders in civilinod lands 
has been as fan-caching as upon the pub- 
lic care of otherwise uncarcd for children, 
since ho is tho founder of the electric 
chair, a, fact that scorns half forgotton, 
though hit, commission to devise an im- 
provement on hanging in Xew York state 
was appointed only 11 years ago. 


Tho commodore is a man of exceedingly 


blunt speech, but this rarely amounts to 
anything worso tliau a mannerism. Some- 
times lio makes big blunders, too, one of 
the most notable of these being his an- 
nounced intention three or four years ago 
to secure the passage of a state law pro- 
hibiting the publication of society intelli- 
gence in the newspapers.

England the usage recognized is not even 
that of Oxford and Cambridge, but of 
"society"—this being the vague name of 
a wholly indeterminate class, culminating 
in a series of princes and princesses whoso 
parentage was not even wholly English, 
but hall German. 
There is a tradition in 


France that the reason why the word car- 
rosso (carriage) is masculine instead of 
feminine, as analogy would require, is be- 
cause a little Bourbon princo, wishing to 
go out to drive, once called for mon car- 
rosse. 


There is no reason to think that there 


has been any such direct royal influence 
in England, but there is no doubt that 
what is called. English society, which is 
the recognized standard of speech in its 
own country, is rosyousiblc for inclcgancies 
and inaccuracies ot speech which, if they 
had originated here, would very possibly 
have been repudiated and condemned. To 
say "it is him" and "different to" is as 
inaccurate as to say "I don't know as" or 
"he played some," the difference being 
that while a thousand teachers in our own 
country are trying to eradicate these last 
improprieties there is probably no school 
in England where "different to" and "it 
is him" are not recognized as perfectly 
legitimate because somebody in good so- 
ciety is supposed to use them. And so of 
pronunciation. Ono constantly hears well 
bred English people transform "Oh" into 
"Aouw," and "when" into "wen"—tho 
latter being simply a more refined form of 
that aversion to the h which is seen at its 
extreme in Mrs. 'Enry 'Awkins. 


To sum it all up, the besetting sin of 


Americans lies in holding a too finical and 
pedantic mode of speech, and paying too 
littlo regard to mere usage, while to Eng- 
lish people usage—moaning social or fash- 
ionable usage—is everything and the con- 
sistency of the language nothing.—Thom- 
as Weutworth Higginson in Harper's Ba-

in 18SS, when he was elected a member of 
tho legislature, being re-elected for two 
succeeding terms.

Alan, Rnse From the Raiika. 


John F. Carroll, tho now power in 


Tammnry Hall who succeeds John Shee- 
han »3 right hand man to Richard Croker 
nnd who will be tho acting premier of 
Greater Now York, is a cool, suave, skill- 
ful politician, who, like most Tammnny 
leaders, has como up froi-ii tho bottom. 


Mr. Carroll was born in New York 43 


years ago. After getting a fairly good 
education in tho public scihoolsof that city 
ho went to work ns clerk in a grocery 
houKc. As soon as he was of ago lie began 
to take ti lively interest in politics. Ho 
joined the Tanimauy organization as a 
mere private in tho ranks, but his apti- 
tudo for ward work soon won him recog- 
nition from the district leader and he was 
rewarded with a place in the park depart- 
ment.

In 1881 he wns appointed clerk in 


one of the district courts. 
He retained 


this place until 1886, when ho was made 
clerk of tho court of special sessions at a 
salary of *C,000 a year. In 1802 ho was 
promoted to tho position ho now occupies, 
that of clerk of the court of general ses- 
sions, where all the more important crim- 
inal cases are tried. 


In the meantime Carroll hod been mak- 


ing his way in politics. 
He had become 


tho Tammany leader in one of tho impor- 
tant up town districts and had shown his 
cflieioucy by closing up several gaps In the 
ranks anil 
thoroughly organizing his 


forces. 
Jjjtttr he retired from actual lead- 


ership, but still had power enough to 
name tho loatlorr, of two districts.

dependence, split with Crokor, tho latter 
turned to Carroll for aid and counsel. 
With discreet quietness Carroll responded 
and suggested his friend Van \Vyck, then 
city judge, as candidate for mayor. Croker 
showed his iippreeialion of his new lieu- 
tenant by taking the suggestion, and thus 
was Carroll taken into the highest councils 
ot what is probably the strongest and most 
remarkable local political organization in 
the country

The death of Edgar A. Stroud, as briefly 


noted in this paper yesterday, occurred 
at his home on Chestnut street at 1.30 
o'clock, Tuesday afternoon, December 14. 
The end came peacefully while all the 
members of his sorrowing family were 
gathered about bis bedside. 


For more than a year and a half past 


Mr. Stroud had been in poor health, and 
gradually an insidious disease, that baffled 
all the skill of physicians and tender 
nursing, fastened itself more and more 
strongly upon him and undermined the 
strength 
of 
what 
was 


once 
an 
unusually 
strong 
and 


robust constitution. 
All that loving 


care could do and the skill of the ablest 
physicians who could be consulted, did 
not avail against the inroads of disease. 
But manfully and courageously, almost 
agaiust hope, he battled for life. \VitMn 
a feiv days he had ridden out, trying to 
gain strength, and never despairing of the 
uneven battle. Life was very dear to him 


j because it was dear to others who loved 


him and whom he loved. Last Saturday 
came a serious turn for the worse, Death 
could be fouglit off no longer, and with 
strength an'd consciousness gone, the 
stricken man's term of life depended only 
on the lasting of the mere physical forces. 
The spark of life lingered without bright- 
ening till Tuesday afternoon, when it 
went out. 


Edgar Alonzo Stroud was bom on what 


is still the old Stroud home, on the East 
road, in Stamford, Vt., July 14,1844. Hi« 
parents were Alonzo and Polly Stroud. 
The mobhcr died at his birth and his 
father followed her to the grave within a 
month, leaving the little orphan to the 
kind hands of his grandparents, John and 
Melinda Stroud, who lived on the Stam- 
ford home where he was born. Here the 
boy's childhood and youthful days were 
spent, he receiving the common educa- 
tion of a country school. "When a lad of 
1C years, young Stroud, full of hope and 
with plenty of courage, came to North 
Adams to make his own way and to try 
his fortune. He secured a place in the 
old Johnson store, and by faithfulnes5 
and strict attention to duty won the favor 
and helpful interest of so good a friend as 
Sylvander Johnson, who always regarded 
him with the highest approbation. 


After several years employment at the 


Johnson store, where, although only a 
boy, he had demonstrated his ability to 
iinnage that business successfully, Mr. 
Stioad resolved to go into the con- 
fectiouery business in a store on Main 
street opposite the present Wilson house. 
| 
This venture proved a success, for it re- 


ceived that close and conscientious at- 


I tention which characterized all of 
Mr 


Stroud's 
business 
undertakings. The 


next business advancement was to the 
grocery store in the Beaver, which was 
followed by the purchase of the Union 
store. In these stores Mr. Stroud built up 
a desirable and lucrative trade 
and 


established for himself 
a 
substantial 


business reputation throughout the town 
and surrounding country. The businesa 
at the Beaver and Union ntts continued 
till the spring of 1896, when changes in 
the mills there necessitated a change in 
the stores. Accordingly, Mr. Stroud re- 
moved his store to a new building erected 
by him for the purpose on Ashland street, 
where he had the satisfaction of seeing 
his enterprise rewarded by the success 
that 
had 
followed all his business 


ventures, 


Mr. Stroud's life was marked by an un- 


flagging activity and a constant devotion i 
to fns business that was rewarded with 
uniform success. Left alono to make his 
way in the world, he proved himself 
strong au capable of doing it. He never 
knew what failure was. Honest in his 
dealings and purposes, he commanded the 
thorough respect and confidence of all 
who knew him, Solid in his business and 
sound in character, he was one of this 
city's most respected men, and at the 
time of his 
death was an honored 


member of the city council, always show- 
ing a keen interest in public affairs and 
always anxious to fulfill rightly his du- 
ties as a citizen. 


In his family, he was a kind and tender 


lather and a loving husband. His solici- 
tude for those within the home circle was 
ever watchtul and tender, and it was 
within his home that he found all that 
was dearest to him in life. He was a kind 


and true neighbor, and practised toward 
all the teachings of the Christian faith of 
which he had been a professor since early 
manhood, and was a member of the Con- 
gregational church of this city at the 
time of hit, death.

Smith of 
Stamford, October 


2G, 1870, who survives him. To them were 
born five children of whom four are liv- 
ing, 
Mrs. Stella Spruill of Springfield,

The funeral, which will be private, will 


take place at 2 o'clock Thursday after- 
noon, from the house, Rev. Mr. Tenney 
to officiate. The house will be open from 
jl to 1 o'clock to give those who may wish 
an opportunity to view the remains.

THE TRANSCRIPT iu observance of its 


poliry to grant men the privilege of ex- 
pressing their opinions, prints the 1'oliow- 
ing timely communication that touches 
upon an important matter in the mayor- 
alty contest that has heretofore been 
overlooked: 


EDITOB TRAIISCUJPT:—I want to say a 


few words to the workingmen of this city 
who are now being so frantically appealed 
to to give their votes to candidates for 
office on the grounds that this man and 
that man is the best one to have elected 
for their interest. 
I should have ad- 


dressed rnysell to the people through the 
columns of the Evening Herald had I no* 
been informed that no one can now hope 
to have a communication inserted in that 
paper unless he is willing to have his 
name signed to it. It is clear to you that 
many men who are willing to speak in 
times like these do not want their names 
brought up in print, 
all have a selfish interest and at the very 
outset of this communication I want to 
state that it is on the score ot selfishness 
that I am going to talk—at least my 
friends, the moralists would say so, 
I 


would prefer to call it common justice. If 
I am not wearisome let me explain the 
newspaper preference ihat I have just 
stated before proceeding to my sermon to 
tbe men whose ear I hope to get. My 
preference for the Herald would in this 
instance be solely on the grounds that I 
would expect to reach the men who have 
been influenced to a degree by that paper 
to act contrary to the way I should advise 
them. 


To talk about this lauded system of 


contracting that Mr. Hamer has brought 
forward so prominently is mydesire at the 
present time. We have heard a lot about 
it from that candidate for mayor, and the 
workingman is asked to vote for him be- 
cause he is their friend. Mr. Editor, I 
very much doubt if the man who has 
his heart set on the contracting system i3 
the friend of the workingman whether 
he knows it or not. The man who favors 
contracts is absolutely the workingman's 
enemy. You may be surprised at my 
statement but let us see if I am not 
right. 


Is not the main principle of the con- 


tract system cheapness? CHEAPNESS— 
put that word in big type it you can for I 
want it remembered. Now, if the main 
element 
is 
cheapness 
does 
not 


that 
mean 
the 
most 
work 


that a man can eret for his money? Does 
it not make the contractor offer to do the 
work wanted of him at the lowest pos- 
sible price and then does he not push bis 
laborers to the last degree to make them 
earn a profit for him? It is simply a 
question of how many shovelsful or how 
many barrowsful that 
contractor can 


get done for the dollar. 
Think then how 


that system places the workingman aud 
think how friendly he shca'd be to the 
man who would want to have him so 
placed- It is all right for the mayor, it is 
all right for the commissioner of public 
works and It is all right for the overseer 
and the contractor, but the money saved 
by this system, if any, comes out of the 
bones and the muscles of the workingman 
that must have the work or must appeal 
to the city for help or have his poor 
family suffer. 


If Mr. Hauler is wedded to the system 


of contracting public work let him say 
whom he hopes to benefit by it, the work- 
ingmau or the taxpayor—or if he thinks 
that he has any right to receive the vote 
of any man who has to earn his living by 
hard work or ever had to earn his living 
in that way. If Mr, Hamer were a work- 
ingman and thought a minute as I am 
now trying to think would he give his 
vote to the man who insists on the meici 
less system of contracting. 


When public work is offered to con- 


tractors it is quite likely that it will be 
done by outside labor and not by the in- 
habitants of the city which pay for it. 
You mark me, I say tne inhabitants who 
pay for it. The workingman pays for the 
public work as well as the man who pays 
the big tax, for is it not admitted that the 
man who owns the tenement or the mill 
counts in his taxes with his expenses be- 
fore he decides on the rent he will ask or 
the wages that he will pay the help. Tne 
work will probably be done by outside 
help, I say, and not by the citizens who 
pay for it and have the only right to the 
work, Mr. Hamer, if he wishes to defend 
himself against this, cannot avoid the 
point by saying that he would put a 
clause in the contract that the work must 
be done by locallabor. 


Imagine such a clause in the contract, 


The contractor bids if he is foolish enough 
to bid on a contract that has a clause stat- 
ing that local labor must be employed. 
Few will do it. Most conti actors will bid 
if the clause allows them to employ looa' 
help in preference t» other help when 
practicable. It is hardly ever practicable 
for a contractor to employ local help for 
it is hardly ever to his interest. He wants 
to employ the men of whom he will make 
the largest profit and he is not to bo 
blamed for that when the city asks him 
to work for the lowest possible. He will ]

r come to the city then prepared to e^>- 
j ploy local help when "practicable." He 


sets a few of hig cheap, over-worked mcu 
.to work on the job and asks for local help 
to accept 
the same wages and the 


same conditions. What local laborer can 
accept the wages or the conditions? 
Who in this city could have lived on the 
same (are, accept the same wages and do 
the same amount ot work 
that the 


Italians did that Mr. Van Cam-pen brought 
here to pave Main street or what man 
could have put up with the conditions 
that prevailed at the finishing of the 
Notch reservoir? No one. There is no 
escape for the poor laborer under con- 
tract. He must work until he is hardly 
able to drag his exhausted body home and 
he carries liardly enough money with 
him to buy food to give him strength for 
another day's slavery. 
Oh, no! The 


advocate of the contract system is no 
friend of the workingman. 


It is some days since I was compelled to 


earn my living by very hard labor, that 
is, by very hard manual labor, but I hope 
1 never shall be so careless as to forget 
the day I had to do that and be so oare- 
lesa that I will have no sympathy with 
and interest in the poor man that is doing 
it now, has had to do it all his life and 
will have to do it until he dies. 
I have 


not lost that interest and sympathy yet 
and for that reason I shall not vote for 
Mr. Hamer and his contract idea. 
I be- 


lieve iu a fair day's work for a fair day's 
wages and I shall insist upon it by the 
ballot as long as I can and I believe that 
all men should do the same thing. 
That 


is the thing that I wanted to say when I 
began this letter. 1 have respect for the 
corporations in this city who have never 
allowed 
their 
work 
to 
be 
dono 


by contract and have employed local 
men 
at 
a 
fair 
price 
and 
asked 


nothing 
but 
a 
fair 
day's 
work 


from them. I understand that the Ar- 
nold Print works and other corporations 
do this. I behove in the administiation 
that it is now nearing an end because it 
did as much of the public work as it could 
without the oppressive contractor. 
I am 


glad that in the letting of contracts of 
work that it had not experts to do such as 
the contract for the paving of Marshall 
street, that it let them to men who would 
employ local labor at a fair price. 
And I 


am very sorry indeed, that in such a case 
as the paving of Marshall street that the 
contraclor should lose money. That con- 
tractor was not contractor enough for his 
own good, no'matter how untrustworthy 
Mr, Hamer has tried to make him ap- 
pear. 


Now in conclusion at this time let me 


ask in all fairness what 'has the contract- 
ing system given us in thia country? It 
has given us the Hungarians, and the 
Italians ot that class which cheapens 
labor and lowers the standard of living, 
It has given us a system that employs 
prison labor to compete with the labor of 
honest men. It has brought about a con- 
dition that brings men of low grade to 
our door.to do the worttbat our people 
at home should do and leaves some of 
'hem behind to compete with the local 
men for their permanent'jobs in the mills. 
It has rednced'men to a point where they 
live in hordes as cattle do ie droves in 
the 
fields 
and 
has 
made 
the 


home 
insecure, 
What 
has 
the 


cry raised about it here in this city done 7 
It lias .placed, in the front a man and a set 
of men who are pledged to it and who 
want to get into office to pnt it into effct 
It has caused the introduction of it into 
one of our shoe factories to the sorrow of 
ihe help employed there. That is the 
trouble at Sampson's as I understand it 
from reading the Herald. And just think 
it has frightened the commissioner of 
public works that he would not give to 
tho men in the wet :bo4t)omless sewer pit 
in the Union an increased wage as recom- 
mended by'-their overseer, w-ho saw that 
they were working unusually hard and 
running great risks. And this is only 
some of the-things-that it has done here. 


If I were to be asked for advice by the 


laboringmen of this city what to do in this 
election I should advise them to vote 
against the meu who are pushing the 
contract idea into the 
heads ot the 


people. I should ask them to sustain the 
men who interpret the charter to allow of 
the doing of public work by local men at 
reasonable prices, to endorse the men 
who have endeavored against a loud shout 
of mismanagement, to do this thing. I 
should 
tell 
them to elect meu to 


office 
who 
will 
see 
that 


the 
workingmen's 
interest 
is 
not 


overlooked, I should say three or four 
times with all the strength of my luogs do 
not vote for Mr. Homer and his contract 
hobby. Elect Mr. Hamer and you elect 
the contract system that grinds the work- 
ingman to make a profit for the contract- 
or, that in the nature of things gives over 
all public work to strangers who cares not 
how he lives and buys not from the mer- 
chant, for no local laborer can stand the 
contract strain or put up with the con- 
tract wages. Mr. Hamer and his coi- 
tract idea are bad for the workingman.
